Court Seeks Reason 
For Deportation Of 


Doukhobor Leader 


Turn of Events Comes as Big Surprise- 
ceedings Are Carried on With Secrecy— 
Cross-country Race by Plane is 
’ Successful 


HALIFAX, Feb. 6—Other countries will welcome Peter Verigin, 
declared P. G. Makaroff, K.C., today as he directed his forces in a 
battle to save the Doukhobor chieftain srom deportation to Russia. 

Makaroff, who flew from Winnipeg to Halifax via Boston in an 
effort to block deportation of Verigin, said he had passports for 

| Costa Rica and Argentina. Another passport was on the way from 
Mexico, 

If Verigin were deported he should be sent to one of these three 
countries in preference to Russia, the Winnipg lawyer, declared. 

Canadian authorities have ordered that Verigin must go to Russia, 
the country from which he came to Canada. 

Meanwhile Makaroff has enlisted the support of twe Halifax law- 
yers, J. J. Powers, K.C., and L. A. Ryan for a skirmish scheduled for to- 
morrow before Mr. Justice Humphrey Mellish in Supreme court. An

ely frost-bitten. and no one needed to have been
